E are entering the sixth year of the depression. This 
means that we have already stood almost as much 
business funk as America has ever’ yet been called | 
upon to endure in a single stretch. Usually our bad times 


have been briefer. 


In these five years public hopes have alternately been 
buoyed up and disappointed. We have been distracted from 
the immediate effect of our troubles by the announcement 
of novel projects calling for united loyalty. 

Trust in reform has diverted us from the inadequacy of 


emergency measures of rescue. 


Nostrums, some idealistic 


and others dictated by class interest, have been offered on 
all sides, and the confusion of voices has delayed concerted 
thinking. Undoubted improvement, mainly through Federal 
expenditure, has been marked by conspicuous gains here and 
there, only to be matched by dismaying setbacks elsewhere 
and by some appalling positive losses. 


Remedy Is Slow 


The American people have learned that both rescue and 


remedy require patience. 


They know that neither ex- 


President Hoover’s wishful thinking nor President Roose- 
velt’s more purposeful action can turn the trick in a trice. 
The upshot is that social security becomes the sober, | 


insistent demand of more and more people. 


This was evident | 


in the outburst of query and rebuttal that greeted President | 
Roosevelt’s speech to the Security Conference on November 
14, in which he reduced former promises to a single proposal, 


for the present, of unemployment insurance.

BABY BONDS 
NEW PLAN OF | 
ROOSEVELT 


On Eve of Important Gold! 
Decision New Issue 


Opens 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—Almost | 
on the eve of the expected supreme | 
court decision on gold—involvins | 
millions in its own pre-devaluation | 
bonds—the United States treasury | 
yesterday set for March 1 the open- 
ing of a new financing move by 
means of a “baby bond” issue 

President Roosevelt was chosen 
to give impetus to the drive through 
the purchase of bond "A-1,” 

Getting set for this innovation in 
post-war financing, departmental 
officials yesterday alsc continued 
their study of means of averting 
what government counsel has told 
the supreme court would be an 
economic erisis if the court should 
hold against the government in the 
gold cases. 

A decision is generally expected, 
but not certain, on Monday. The 
court's ruling will determine 
whether congress had constitution- 
ally authority to invalidate the gold 
Payment promises of some $100,- 
000,000,000 in public and private 
bonds. An adverse decision would 
make them worth $169,000,000,000 in 
the present devalued currency. 

The “baby bonds” will be issued 
in denominations running from $25 
to $10,000 and, under present plans, 
be sold principally through the post | 
offices. Sale of postal savings bonds 
is to be discontinued July 1.

ROCHE, KEATS 
ARE NAMED IN 
COURT ACTION 


Mrs. Keats Files State- 


ment of Claim in Su- 
preme Court 


Alleging that assignment of the 
Edmonton Eskimos hockey team to 
Henry J. Roche on December 19 last 
by Gordon B. “Duke” Keats was il- 
legal because she herself was the 
owner of the club, Mrs. Doris B. 
Ke«ts filed a statement of claim as 
a needy litigant in supreme court 
on Friday through the legal fitm of 


Maclean, Short and Kane, asking 
various court declarations, injunc- 
tions, unstated damages and costs of 
the projected action. 

Henry Roche and “Duke” Keats 
are named as defendants in the ac- 
tion, and the specific requests made 
to the court are: 

A declaration that the agreement 
entered into by Keats and Roche 
should be set aside; a declaration 
that the plaintiff is still the owner 
of the Edmonton Eskimo hockey 
club; the appointment of a receiver 
to handle the business affairs of 
the club pending trial of the action; 
an accounting by the defendant 
Roche of all monies received. 


COURT ORDER 


Asked further by the plaintiff 
are: An order of the court requir- 
ing Roche to pay to Mrs. Keats 
what is found to be due to her, to- 
a@ether with interest; an injunction 
restraining Roche of disposing of 
any of the assets of the club; an 
injunction restraining Roche from 
asserting any rights of ownership 
in the club; such damages against 
the defendants as the courts may 
decide, and costs.

Mrs. Keats says that she was the 
owner of the club when the agrec- 
ment was entered into at Van- 
couver on December 19 last by 
Keats on the one side, and Art 
Gagne, acting as agent for Roche, 
and that her husband was manager 
of the club at that time and she 
had gone to much @xpense arrang- 
ing for the 1934-35 season, and also, 
by virtue of the regulations of the 
various leagues governing profes- 
sional hockey, she is entitled to any 
financial returns accruing to the 


| club from the sale or transfer of 


any of its players.

Demilitarization of Siberia- 
Manchu Area Asked by 


Nippon Flatly Refused. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 1.—Jeets, Thurs- 
day, greeted mention of Japan's 
activities in Manchuria as delegates 
of the seventh all-union Soviet con- 
gress heard Vyachleslaff Molotoff, 
Russia’s virtual premiér, reject 
Japanese suggestions the Siberia- 
Manchukuo frontier be demilitar- 
ized. 

The jeers came. in sharp contrast 
{6 the boisterous cheers with which 
the 2,500 delegates, Wednesday, 
greeted the announcement the Red 
army, in the last four years, had 
grown from 600,000 to 940,000 men. 

Molotoff, whose official title is 
president of the Council of People’s 
Commissars, accused Japan of flag- 
rant violation of the Portsmouth 
treaty, signed in 1905 at the conclu- 
sion of the Russo-Japanese war, 
which provided for demilitarization 
of Russo-Japanese frontiers on 
Sakhalin Island and between Korea 
and Siberia. 

The speaker said he agreed with 
Koki Hirota, Japanese foreign min- 
ister, who recently proposed demili- 
tarization of the Manchukuo-Siberia 
frontier, that a  non-aggression 
agreement would not be sufficient 
to secure good relations between 
Japan and Russia.

IDLE MONEY AND IDLE MEN 

Hon. E. N. Rhodes tabled a report in par- 
liament showing that of the $39,690,050 appro- 
priated at last session for the construction of 
public buildings, and the cure of unemploy- 
ment, $5,732,582 had been spent by the end of 
the year. 

There's a record in fast-spending for you. 
How did they ever manage to get rid of all that 
money in one summer? 

And where is the rest of the $39,690,050? 
Lying in the banks no doubt, drawing interest 
at two per cent, while a million Canadians are 
drawing doles and some thousands of young 
men are drawing twenty cents a day in relief 
camps. 

The Public Works Construction Act was 
evidently a mis-nomer. It should have been 
called an act to expand the money-issuing 
power of the banks. Against the $32,000,000 
odd lying unused at the end of the year the 
banks could issue credit to the amount of 
$400,000,000. That may explain why bank de- 
posits, including loans, went up last year. 

It does explain why the Public Works Con- 
struction Act failed to take the expected 
number of men off relief and set them at wage 
jobs 


HELD UP 

On Tuesday the Government supporters in 
the Commons voted down a motion of Right 
Hon. Mackenzie King proposing that routine 
business, supply and minor bills be postponed 
until after the Government's reform legislation 
had. been dealt with. 

For whatever reason, the Prime Minister's 
reform program seems to be hanging fire. He 
has been invited at least twice by the Opposi- 
tion leader to bring in the bills and get the 
reformation going. On Tuesday he rallied his 
followers to vote down a formal motion that 
this be done. * 

As yet parliament and the public have seen 
only one of the measures which the Prime 
Minister was so radio-torically anxious to 
introduce that he could*hardly wait for par- 
liament to meet. And that particular measure 
has about as much to do with the present state 
of nation-wide unemployment distress as last 
week's eclipse of the moon 

It isn't a bit like our rampageous Prime 
Minister to hold back when he has something 
he wants to put through, or over. What has 
happened to that ethereal program anyway? 
Has it blown up? Or blown down in the blast 
of criticism from Mr. Cahan and his friends? 
Or just been pulled to pieces for reconstruction 
on a more acceptable pattern? 


\VHO WOULD PAY? 


People living in the central and coastal areas 
of British Columbia will have no trouble now 
understanding what is meant by the plan to 
tear up four thousand miles of railway line 
and “solve” the railway problem by leaving 
large sections of western and eastern Canada 
without actual or adequate railway service. 

They have been through the experience of 
getting along without railway service, and can 
appreciate somewhat the feelings of people 
living in the affected districts toward the pro- 
poal to deprive them of that necessity to civil- 
ised existence. Except that the British Colum- 
bians knew they would get service as soon as 
the lines could be cleared, while there is no 
such prospect in the view of people living along 
a railway line that has been torn up. 

To put a railway line out of business is to 
destroy the conditions under which hundreds 
or thousands of people have established homes, 
farms and business enterprises in communities 
dependent upon that railway for transportation 
facilities. Who is going to compensate them if 
the railway is torn up and they have to move 
out or get along without it? Plainly, some- 
body should pay them. That will be clear 
enough to the people in British Columbia who 
were temporarily deprived of railway service 
and know what that loss involves.

BROADEN THE SCHEME 

The unemployment insurance bill brought 
down at Ottawa is not in any sense an unem- 
ployment relief bill. It means nothing at 
to anybody in respect to relief now or in the 
early future. 

There is no way by which allowances can 
be drawn from the fund even when the bill 
has been passed, for the reason that the fund 
will mot then be in existence. It. is only to be 
brought into existence by weekly contributions 
from employees of the selected classes, their 
employers, and the Government, and time will 
be necessary before these contributions will 
build up a working fund out of which allow- 


au 
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ances can be paid. That delay must apply in 
the case of any kind of a contributory scheme, 
unless the Government advanced a working 
fund. 

The bill applies for practical purposes only 
to those in the selected classes who have em- 
ployment, and these must wait a year before 
they will be eligible to allowances if they lose 
their jobs. The employee must contribute for 
forty weeks before he can claim relief under 
the bill. Allowing for the time necessary to 
enact the legislation and get the machinery 
started, a year will elapse before anyone can 
be qualified for the allowances provided. 

The scheme means nothing for the time to 
those in the selected classes who are out of 
work. They may have means to make the 
required contributions. But there are no em- 
ployers to put up dollar for dollar against these 
contributions. Hence they are ineligible until 
they get on somebody's pay-roll. 

For those outside the selected classes the 
bill means nothing presently or prospectively. 
They are not within the range of its operations. 
These include such very large classes of wage- 
earners as farm laborers, fishermen, lumber- 
men, besides teachers, public employees, casual 
workers and certain classes of office-workers. 

Obviously an unemployment insurance 
scherne which leaves the farm-laborer, the 
fisherman and the lumber Jack out of calcula- 
tion is not framed adequately to meet such 
conditions as have prevailed during the last 
five years. There has been destitution and 
hardship among these classes of our population, 
as acute, ruinous and hopeless as among any 
others. To shut them out of the picture is 
neither fair nor logical. 

Parliament should broaden the scheme to 
include anyone who wants the insurance and 
is prepared to pay the premiums. Without that 
is done, the man who is insured may find him- 
self a few years hence supporting himself from 
his own contributions to the fund and also 
having to pay into other relief funds for those 
who are not insured and could not get insured.

The Passing Show

Apart from the hot-dog stands, the sale of 
medallions, curios, toy ladders, the flash-light 
pictures and the splurges of the sob-sisters, the 
Hauptmann trial at Flemington, NJ, will be 
remembered as a final chapter in a nation's 


search for the perpetrator of its most dastardly 
kidnapping. The cost to the 
nation must have been enore 
mous, Over 2000 lumber 
yards were searched by tim- 
ber experts in tracing the 
source of the Iumber used in 
the broken ladder which the 
kidnapper left behind him. 
In the end the State pinned 
its case on the theory that 
the ladder was made frum a 
missing floorboard from 
Hauptmann's attic, pointing 
out that nail holes in it corresponds with nail 
holes in the attic joists from which the hoard 
was removed, 

The happiest man at the trial was “Jafsie” 
—taking walks with Al Reich, the heavyweight 
prizefiighter, as a bodyguard to keep him from 
being mobbed by popularity idolaters, or torn 
to pieces by souvenir hunters. The quaint old 
man enjoyed his hour of greatness, bowing like 
a benign ruler to his faithful, and making little 
speeches on his triumphal tour. 

Silliest of all theories, to my mind, was the 
claim of the unnamed psychiatrist who tri¢d to 
saddle guilt on Hauptmann by saying the Ger- 
man carpenter had a “fixation”—a mental war 
wound caused by the death of the German war 
ace, Baron Manfred von Richthofen—which 
could only be compensated for by an injury to 
Lindbergh, the American flying hero. There's 
no fool so hopeless as an educated fool. 

Hauptmann was a mere child when Von 
Richthofen came to his death. He wasn’t so 
violently patriotic that he couldn't leave Ger- 
many as a young man to seek a better living 
in a nation that, according to its own claims, 
was the one that won the war against Ger- 
many. While Americans commonly assert that 
Lindbergh was the first man to fly the Atlantic 
and many of them assume that his title of 
Colonel was given him for military prowess, 
Hauptmann was old enough when he reached 
United States to separate ‘fact from fictiun in 
the Lindbergh saga. Why should he, even if 
he were wounded in spirit by Von Richthufen's 
death, want to avenge it on the innocent kaby 
of a young man who took no part in the war? 

If he wanted to avenge Von Richthofen's 
death, why didn’t he come to Canada and kid- 
nap Capt. Roy Brown or one of his relaticns? 
And if national revenge was the motive, why 
did the kidnapper of the Lindbergh baby ccjole 
old Jafsie into bringing $50,000 in bills of small 
denominations into the graveyard to meet 
“John,” after he well knew that the infant was 
dead? 

The “eminent psychiatrist’ who thinks that 
Hauptmann was the victim of a “fixation” over 
Von Richthofen is himself the victim of a na- 
tiona] “fixation” over the young U.S. air mail 
pilot who was the first to fly the Atlantic ajone.

The rise of Soviet Russia into the family of 
nations may result in the English language 
becoming more widely accepted as a world 
language. Educated Russians have a reputa- 
tion for linguistic ability. Now there is a de- 
mand among the youth of Soviet Russia for a 
knowledge of English. 

Madame Litvinoff, wife of Maxim Litvinoff, 


Russian Commissar of Foreign Affairs, is ad- 
vocating courses in “basic English.’ Madame 
Litvinoff is herself an Englishwoman. She is 


the niece of the late Sir Sidney Low, a well- 
known British scholar and publicist. 
An educated reader of English requires to 
know about 50,000 words in order to fully ap- 
preciate the delicacies and shades of the British 
language. But “basic Erglish” consists of cnly 
about 850 of them Vith these 850 words it 
would be possible for a foreigner to speak a 
better grade of English than do many men of 
the English working class, whose paucity of 
words is shown by the overuse of an adjective 
which meang “gory.” I've heard it applied to 
every kind of animate and inanimate cbiect, 
from a man’s wife or child to his job or his 
word of honor. Strangest of all its uses was 
by a man‘’who sought to give me an adequate 
sense of the devotion aroused in him by an 
Easter morning service in a church. Clergy 
in chasubles had paraded, singing chants and 
swinging ornate thuribles from which came 
wreathed and pungent clouds of incense sinoke. 
“It was impressive,” said the narrator. He 
realized that the three simple words failed to 
convey a proper sense of the depth to which 
his devotional nature had been stirred by the 
scene. He returned to the attempt. Suid he: 
“It was the most impressive thing I've seen. It 
was—it was—it was bloody impressive.” 


A Japanese student of English has man- 
aged to turn “Robinson Crusoe” and Ils.mb’s 
“Tales from Shakespeare” into beautiful basic 
English without recourse to the all-describing 
English adjective, If the Russians take up basic 
English, it may hecome study in other 
nations. A vocabulary of 850 words correctly 
used would be a splendid start for mastery of 
a larger vocabulary. Perhaps it will lead to the 
teaching of basie English for the English 
masses 

Basic English is not likely to become popu- 
lar in America. There they have a basic Eng- 
lish of their own. Two adjectives, “cute” and 
“lousy” pretty well describe everything in the 
spoken language, with “sweet” and “rotten” as 
auxiliary words to describe motion picture 
actors and actresses.

WAFFLES 
% cup flour (sifted with baking powder 
and salt) 
4% cup cream 
2 eggs 
1 level teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Pinch of salt. 

*WAFFLES: Separate the yolks from the 
‘whites of the eggs. Beat the yolks, and add 
the cream, mixing well. Next, add the fiour, 
with baking powder and salt thoroughly mixed 
in, and beat until smoath. Fold in the writes 
of the eggs which have been beaten inte a 
moderately stiff froth, but not too dry or they 
will be inclined to separate and rise to the top 
of the batter. 

The quantity is sufficient for five or six 
waffles, which should be baked in aluminum 
waffle irons to which no grease is to be added. 
Bake very thin, allowing waffle to become a 
light golden brown all the way through. This 
will dextrinize the starch in the flour, as in 
Melba toast. Serve with butter and a small 
amount of maple syrup if desired. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. Gilbert G. asks: “With 
what other foods may cheese bz combined, and 
what particular kind of cheese do you think 
best, if any?” 

ANSWER: The best way to use cheese is to 
make it fhe “meat” part of a meal, serving with 
it plenty of green vegetables, both in the cocked 
and raw form. It combines well, as a lunch, 
with any of the raw acid fruits, particalarly 
pineapple. No starches should be included with 
these combinations. 

QUESTION: Mrs. U. D. writes, “My doc- 
tor says that I have pyelitis. Would you tell me 
something about this trouble?” 

ANSWER: Those who have a steady show- 
ing of pus in the liquid waste thrown off from 
the kidneys may be suffering from pyelitis. This 
is an inflammation of the pelvis of the kidney 
and may be due to kidney stones or may be due 
to an infection which has extended upward 
from the bladder. When the kidneys become in- 
fected, there is usually a large amount of pain 
and tenderness in the region of the bladder. 
You did the correct thing in having your physi- 
cian diagnose your trouble for you. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Ethel N. inquires: “In 
using a fruit juice fast for reducing, should I 
use orange juice or tomato juice?”

Reform Is Not Reconstruction 


By R. T. ELLIOTT. K.C. 


While the immediate urgent need of this country is such 
reconstruction of trade and commerce as will restore real estate 
values and employment conditions, Parliament seems al] set to 
devote the present session to an eloquent discussion of ethical 
reforms. Reform will not feed anybody this year—and we have 
thousands hungry. The Ottawa state of mind is definitely non- 


constructive. 


There does not seem any way to get the news to Ottawa that 
there are thousands of homes without sufficient food and fuel 
now. It would cost money to remedy this condition; but very 
little more than the relief moneys which are being spent now 


without remedying anything. 


Lifting the competition of the elderly by paying old-age 
pensions to women fifty years of age and men sixty years of age, 
would lift a tremendous load from the labor market—would take 
the young off relief into employment—and certainly would not 
cost much more than the present relief payments which have 


no consrtuctive basis. 


The general election should have been held in 1934 to salvage 
the reconstruction opportunities in 1935. This year will be 
drowned out for all useful purposes by a flood of Parliamentary 
eloquence; and it will be 1936 before anything practical and 


Sensible can be done. 


It is, from the Ottawa standpoint, far more important to 
attend the Royal Jubilee in London than to get: undertakings 
under way which will give employment, food and fuel to hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. The nation is spending the money 
for non-constructive relief which should be turned into active 
channels; not a great deal more money would be necessary. 


Each year sees thousands more people absolutely ruined by 


lack of opportunity; and Ottawa 


prattles about an Economic 


Council to advise the Government. 


A committee.of mothers who have spent the last five years 
'n homes where unemployment ended earning power would be 
the only Economic Council which could be of any real service. 


In fact, looking at the hopeless wreck which men have made 
of all institutions of government, the sensible thing to do would 
be to turn all political power over to women for the next twenty- 


five years. 


They could not possibly do any worse than men have done; 
and they would at least realize the value of human life, and the 
need for work, food and fuel on a basis of not less than equality 
with payment of interest and sinking fund. 


The male politician has no impulse whatever to really rescue 
the perishing; his desire is to leave that kind of thing to the 
Salvation Army, and to wield power and dispense patronage 
so as to do the most political good. 


Reforms must be kept theoretical—and outside of any inter- 


ference with financial methods. 


Then when good times come 


back, once they ever do, the holding of political power could be 


turned to profitable account. 


There does not seem to be any way to bring about realization 
of the great risk of bringing Socialism into power by deferring 
constructive action, and supplying eloquent protestations of heart- 
felt sympathy to those who need food.

{gency services in many cases 
throughout 1934. 

The president's report showed 
that the society was able to help 
with emergency relief to senior 
cases throughout the year, more 
particularly in the form of surgical 
supplies, artificial teeth, babies’ 
layettes, visting housekeeper ser- 
vice, health education, radio, cof- 
fee pot service to unemployed, sin- 
gle ex-servicemen at Richelieu ho- 
tel, donation to upkeep of Red 
Cross hut, including repairs to fur- 
niture and redecorating hut; pro- 
vided postage for uncmployed sin- 
gle ex-servicemen’s lé¢tters and 
stationery, loan of invalids’ wheel 
chairs and sick room supplies, and 
emergency clothing and bedding 
relief. The society has tried to re- 
frain as much as possible from 
giving the latter, but were forced 
to act in a number of cases of very 
great emergency. The foregoing 
services given amounted to ap- 
proximately $1,500 for the year

We pushed this 
problem into the background of our thoughts as long as we 
could. President Hoover at first denied that there was any 
serious unemployment problem, then appealed to local pri- | 
vate charity to care for the victims.

States were on the way to scraping the bottom of 
their tills when President Roosevelt came in with a prompt | 
supply of Federal funds.
